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5. The establishment of a complete system of social insurance for 
pensions, sickness, industrial accidents, etc. 

The National Confederal Committee instructs its Executive Committe 
in particular to proced to the action necessary for the rebuilding of the 
ruins of war in the forms proposed in the report presented to it. 



It is interesting to compare the minimnm programmt^. 
of 1921 with that drawn up by the C. G. T. at the close of the 
war, on I^ovember 24, 1918, which was unanimously 
approYBd by the delegates to the First l^ational Confederal 
Committee, held in Paris on the following December ]r> 
and 16. 

The 1921 programme opens by emphasizing the fact that 
two years after the establishment of the 1918 progrci;mm(^ 
^^ the trade unions should realize that the majority of tlii^ 
clearly defined aims which were then drawn up for working 
class action have not been realized. The programme of 19 IS 
should be repeated and maintained in its entirety. " 

There is, neyertheless, one point on which the C. G. T. 
has obtained at least partial satisfaction, that regarding 
the reduction of the working day to 8 hours, the principh^ 
of which was. embodied for France in the Act of April 2;i, 
1919. The programme of 1921 notes this result. On tlu^ 
other hand, the C. G. T. maintains the rest of its demandn 
on this question, claiming that the application of this meaKSiire 
should be extended to classes of workers who have not yd 
benefited by it, especially to agricultural workers. Moreovc^r, 
for the latter the C. G. T. demands generally that all hiwn 
and guarantees granted to other workers should be extend (*< I 
to them. 

The other points referred to in the demands of 1918 Jirr 
defined or developed in the 1921 programme. 

Thus, in defining nationalization, which it demands should 
be applied to all the great public services and essenlJal 
industries, the 1921 programme radically rejects the systoill 
of State monopoly, declaring that ^^ the C. G. T. does not 
intend to entrust to direct State management the undertakingf4 
which it claims should be handed over to the communily, 
It proposes that they should be worked on a new sysl^iMu - 
that of industrial nationalization, which, by associaMiig 
representatives of the consumers and producers, ensures r<^gai'd 
for the general interest and the development of undertakiii^H. 
The industries or services subject to this indusdiid 
nationalization should be in the first place those which pr(Mlun» 
power, the means of exchange and circulation of weal III, 
railways, the principal means of transport, mines, vvaior 
power, and banking establishments. " 

For other undertakings, to which tlie system of 
natioualizalion is not imnu^dialivly a.pi)li(Ml, (he (\ (i. T. 
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demands the introduction of workers' control, the exercise 
of which it defines. 

It should also be noted that the programme of 1921 defines 
the constitution and powers of the In ational Economic Council, 
of which the principle alone was stated in 1918. This Council 
should be composed of representatives of the Government 
and of organizations of i)roducers and consumers. Its duties 
are to formulate general economic programmes, to utilize 
national resources, and to modernize plant; also to 
ensure the execution of decisions arrived at. To this end it 
should possess all the necessary powers of inquiry, research, 
decision and enforcement. 

A new demand appearing in the programme of 1921 is that 
for the application of labouLr laws to the colonies. 

As regards the reconstruction of the devastated areas, 
the programme of 1921, while contesting the value of the 
methods employed up to the present and the results obtained, 
outlines a plan of action based not only on the collective 
but also on the international point of view. 

Finally, we should note the attitude of the C. G. T. to 
the International Labour Organization. On the one hand, 
it demands from the Government the strict application of 
the Conventions and Eecommendations already adopted at 
Washington and Genoa. On the other, it declares that 
'' the activities of the International Labour Organization 
should be >supported, in order to develop a uniform system 
of regulation in all countries as rapidly as possible ". 



Minimum programme adopted by the national 
confederal committee, february 10, 1921 

Immediately after the Armistice, the General Confedera- 
tion of Labour, concerned with the grave economic and social 
|)roblems which had arisen with the return of peace condi- 
tions, and convinced that the new conditions demanded 
immediate changes, formulated its minimum programme. 

The trade union organization should realize, two years 
aiterwards, that the majority of the clearly defined aims 
which were then drawn up for working-class action have not 
been realized. It should note the failure to keep promises 
made to the workers. It should also show that the labour 
Miovement is opposed to the declared political and economic 
I raci ion. Employers and rulers, having for a moment yielded 
i<» ni^vv n(H'essi1i(^s, have recovered, and trade unionism is the 
ohj(H'l, of declared hostiliiy, ol* a counter-offensive which 
inl(MHls i-o break lis power in ordc^r to ])reserve intact privileges 
;iim1 it systeiji which ai*e doomed, to ensure the iMMMlomituuicc^ 



of private over public interests, and to maintain for a capitalist 
oligarcliy the exploitation and profits of collective wealth. 

The minimum programme of 1918 should be repeated 
and maintained in its entirety. The claims embodied therein 
still remain to be realized by the trade unions. The workers 
should strive with all their might to realize them. 

The reforms demanded by this programme, the general 
reorganization which it intends to pursue, far from having 
lost their value, are even more necessary now. The economic 
situation of the country and the consequent conditions of 
production, far from having commenced to improve, are 
infinitely worse. During two years of constant effort the 
labour movement never ceased to foresee this aggravation 
of the evil, to declare its causes, and to announce the disaster 
which would inevitably be brought about by the egoism of 
the possessing class, the unsoundness of the Government, an 
international policy which shoAvs itself incapable of attaining 
a true and just peace, which has left the world in an unspeakable 
state of chaos, and leaves humanity a prey to the graves!^ 
menaces. 

The experiences of this period also show that economic 
and social problems have acquired an international charactei', 
and can no longer be dealt with in the different countri<^s 
independently of solutions which should be universal. Witness 
the demands which now appear among the national 
proletariats, the necessity of common action for all natiomil 
proletariats and for all the workers of the world. 

In view of all these factors, the General Confederation ol' 
Labour renews and defines its minimum programme, recalls 
the solutions put forward by it, and invites the trade unions 
to bring their action into conformity with it. 

The claims formulated in this programme, which aiv 
only the expression of the aspirations of the labour movemc^il 
which are immediately realizable, do not imply any 
limitation of its ideals. The workers should consider th(^iii 
as a preparation for the new and wider part which they will 
have to play in collective actiAdty, as a means of organi^iing 
their liberty, as a first step towards the new order which t\wy 
are striving to establish. 



ll^ational and international reorganization can only bv 
carried out by labour, and in fuir recognition of the rigliln 
of labour. 

The General Confederation of Labour gives the first phicc 
among these rights to the liberty of producers to organi/.' 
and defend themselves, to formulate and express their idcan 

It therefore claims, for them as for all other citizens, rcspcri 
for freedom of thought, freedom of speech, InHMlom <►! 
assembly, and protests against all prosecutions, whairvn 
i:\w\v ])rcto.\t, A¥hich constitute a Aiolation ol' lliese libiM'licN, 



and against all persecutions of political or social theories or 
tendencies. 

It demands a complete amnesty, and solemnly declares 
that the organized proletariat will recognise no truce so long 
as the victims of proletarian action and those of war-time 
justice do not benefit by measures imposed by humanity and 
equity. 

Right of Association 

The General Confederation of Labour therefore denounces 
in the first place all excesses of employers or the public 
authorities in prosecutions of organizations and persecution 
of workers. 

It demands that the right of association and organization 
be respected. It recalls that labour is not a commodity 
whi<3h capital accepts or refuses at its pleasiu^e, and it protests 
agamst the restrictions imposed on certain classes of workers 

It demands recognition of the right of association for all! 
Officials of the State and of public services cannot be subject 
to a restriction of the liberties granted to the workers for the 
mere reason that they are not wage earners in private industry. 

As an inevitable consequence of the right of organization, 
it claims recognition of the right of trade unions to intervene 
in all labour questions, to ensure a defence of the interests 
of their members, and to control the application of agreements 
on the subject of remuneration or protection of workers. 



The Eight Hour Day 

The C.G.T. notes that trade union action has forced 
the legal recognition of the 8-hour day. It demands the 
application of this reform to all categories of workers which 
are still excluded from it. There is no valid reason why a 
reduction in the daily toil of wage-earners should not be 
obtained equally by all workers in industry and agriculture. 
It places On record, hoAvever, that at the present moment the 
laAA- is Adolated by a number of employers, and that more or 
less overt and direct efforts are being made to impair and 
destroy this reform. Eeminding the Avorkers that triumph 
ni this matter is essential to them, it urges them to oppose 
these attempts by all means in their power, and declares 
afresh that the development of' industrial progress can only 
result from improA-ement in equipment and technical methods, 
not from the duration of toil exacted from the Avage-earner. 

Protection of Labour 

The C.G.T. demands in general complete observance of 
all laws lor tlu^ r(^gn!aij(ni of labour, — those which deal 
witli the pnn'cnilon (»!' Indus! rial accidents and diseases, with 




hygienej the protection of women and childreHj tlie limitation 
of night- work, as well as those affecting the length of the 
working day. It demands the extension of these protective 
laws, and the organization of a statistical service, which shall 
control the application of these laws, and in which the 
workers' organizations should be invited to participate. 
In this connection it demands the application of the 
Conventions and Eecommendations adopted by the Inter- 
national Labonr Conferences. 

Social Insurance 

Declaring that the present system of social insurance 
involves different treatment for each class of subject, that it 
is moreover incomplete, and that it should be made uniform 
and universal, the C.G.T. (^mands the creation of a general 
system of sociah insurance ^vering all risks incurred by the 
wage-earner — accidents, sickness, unemployment, invalidity, 
and old age — it being understood that the workers' 
organizations shall be allowed to share in the management 
of this system. 

It demands that pensions at present being paid shall be 
raised so as to allow for the increase in the cost of living, and 
that the amounts of pensions shall generally be calculated 
so as to allow the recipients to live a normal life. 

AgricAdUiral Wor'k'ers 

The C. G, T. demands the extension to agricultural worker's 
— wage-earning labourers, metayers or tenant-farmers — ol' 
all laws or guarantees granted to other workers. 

It declares that those who till the soil cannot be excludi^l 
from the advantages enjoyed by other workers, that in Uir 
interest of the community, and to ensure agrarian production, 
the general conditions of rural work should be assimilalicd 
to those of industrial work. 



The right of association in its entirety should be ensured 
him, including the right to share '^personally in the 
administration of his industrial organization. No worker 
should be deported for reasons connected with trade unions 
or other associations. No foreign worker should receive 
a wage or submit to conditions of labour inferior to those of 
native workers, according to district, industry, or special 
qualifications. This uniformity of conditions should be the 
subject of collective agreements between employers' and 
workers' organizations. 

Workers' migration should be organized and directed 
under the control of offices or commissions, on which national 
organizations of employers and workers, as well as the 
Government, should be represented, both in the country in 
which the workers are recruited and in that to which they 
are to go. ^ 

International Regnlation, 

Eeciprocal treatment should be accorded to the workers 
of different countries. The C.G.T. declares, moreover, 
that the institution of this reciprocity should be considered 
as a step towards uniformity of conditions of labour throughout 
the world. 

The activities of the International Labour Organization 
set up by the Peace Treaties should be supported, in order 
to attain as rapidly as possible uniform regulation in all 
countries. The action of the workers' organizations repre- 
sented .at the Annual Conference should have as one of its 
most general and far-reaching objects the raising of the 
workers of the more industrially developed countries, in order 
to avoid disloyal economic competition, which might prejudice 
the reforms already reahzed or the obtaining of the demands 
actually being made, and in order to allow" the proletariat 
of backward countries to share in the international labour 
movement. 



Colonies 

Labour laws should be applied to the colonies, wlucli 
cannot be considered and treated as spheres for unlimited 
exploitation, since the duty of the home coimtry is to ensui<' 
their development and to prepare the natives for x)rogi'eHH 
towards civilization and modern conditions of life. 

Foreign Worlcers 

Whatever his nationality, every worker is eniJIIcMl l-o work 
where he can best employ his striMi^^th. Ih^ should 
consequently enjoy all tlie csscMili^d guar;int(M's vviicrcv cr 
lie works. 



General Demands. 

The General Confederation of Labour declares that these 
corporate demands should not be considered independently 
of the general demands which follow herewith, the reahzation 
id: which should be sought both nationally and internationally. 

In the national sphere it claims : — 

Indtistrial nationalization of public services and essential 
industfies. The trade unions consider that among the general 
objects which they seek legitimately to attain, one of the most 
iinixntant and <»ssentialis the handing ovei to the community 
of j,li(v ^teat luildic s(M'vices jind essential industiies. They 
diMdarc^ tlrnl I Ik* c^x |»l(dl aiinn of Ihis wealtJi and the appni- 
priaiicMi of its piolils hy cnpilidist iudi\'iduals or associjitions 



is illegitimate J contrary to the interests of tli ecommnnil 
and unjustifiable on the false pretext of more complet 
utilization. 

These industries and this wealth should be exploited in 
the diiect interest of all. No payment to individuals should 
be deducted from it, except the reward for actual work done. 

The community can no longer peimit the ahenation of 
wealth, which gives its actual possessors social power, the 
exercise of which compromises national sovereign rights by 
enaUing them to control geneial activities, and which 
expeiience shows cannot ensuie the efficient working, 
rational use, or technical progress of these services or industries. 

The General Confederation of Labour does not intend 
to entrust to direct State management the undertakings 
which it claims should be handed over to the community. 
It proposes that they should be worked on a new system, 
that of industrial nationalization, which, by^ associating 
repiesentatives of consumers and of producers, ensures regard 
for the general interest and the development of undertakings. 

The 0. G. T. declares that, among the industries or services 
which can be thus transformed, the first place must be given 
to those producing power, and to the means of exchange 
and circulation of wealth. Eailways, the chief means oT 
transport, mines, water power, and banking establishments 
can, and should, be immediately nationalized, according lo 
the plans drawn up by the trade unions, with the approval 
of the Economic Cotmcil of Labour. 

In making this primary claim, the Confederation dechires 
that it is not'seeking to 'satisfy narrow class feeling, but thai 
the working class intends thereby to serve the general interest, 
which it regards as one with its own. It declares also thai 
the handing over of industries and services to the communil.v 
as defined is the absolute condition of a general reorganizati(ni, 
without which it will be impossible to remedy the pres^^il- 
evils. . 



Worhers^ control of undertaMngs. In undertakings lo 
which the new system of industrial nationalization cannot 
be immediately applied, the O.G.T. demands the introduce 
tion of workers' control. 

It considers that the trade unions, through their dircrj. 
representatives, authorized by and responsible to Ihe 
Confederation, should be allowed to share in the managiMin'iil 
and control of undertakings which employ w^orkers Ix^longin^ 
to these unions. 

The duties of these trade union delegates shonld includi^ 
the control of the application of reguhitions ol* hiboni' and 
hygicMK^, collective agreements arrived at by the eniplovriM* 
and tht^ workers' organizations, th(^ control of (^ngagcnicnl 
and discluirge, the right to snpervise tln^ c<Midnct cd' I hd 
iindi'i'lakiiig, inclnding the snpply ol' raw nuiteriais, tin* 



distribution of the manufactured products, the working of 
the services, the plant of the undertaking, and modifications 
or improvements possible* in equipment or methods. 

National organization of production. The O.G.T. de- 
mands for organized labour the place w^hich belongs to 
it in the direction and management of national production. 

Economic reorganization should be based on the uninter- 
rupted development of national or industrial resources and 
the unlimited diffusion of general technical education, with 
the following objects : — To promote the employment of all 
talents, to seek to utilize all inventions and discoveries, to 
stimulate private initiative by removing all excuse for and 
all acquiescence in barren and monotonous routine, to prevent 
all voluntary restriction of production and all over- work 
of producers, the consequences of- which are harmful to 
production itself. 

The failure of present methods is only too obvious. The 
inability of existing organizations, of the Government and 
its bureaucracy, to organize production and to re-establish 
normal conditions in the country, needs no demonstration. 

It is clear that w^e must have recourse to new conceptions, 
and must cease to pursue courses w^ich cannot lead to remedies 
lor the many difficulties which are accumulating or solve 
adequately the grave problems of the present time. 

The C.G.T. renew^s its demand for the establishment 
of a E^ational Economic Council, composed of representatives 
of the Government, and of organizations of producers and 
consumers. This Council should possess all the necessary 
powers of inquiry, research, decision and enforcement. Its 
duties will be to formulate general economic policies, to 
utilize national resources, to modernize plant, and to enforce 
its decisions. 

The International Aspect, The C. G. T. points out that 
demands of the same nature are at present being formulated 
hy the workers of all industrial countries. The war has given 
1 ise to the same problems in every nation and to the same 
<lesire to solve them among the proletariat. 

It declares that the w^orkers' organizations should support 
<»!ie another reciprocally in their parallel efforts . which tend 
towards the same goal. The nationalization or socialization 
ol' the great industries, such as mines or railway transport, 
dioiild be the object of concerted international action. This 
IS (^specially true for the international means of transport, 
particularly commercial navigation, the transformation of 
which should not only be attemj^ted in every country, but 
ihouhl also be the subject of action by the International 
hVderation of Trade Unions. 

Witliin this organization the national labour movements 
■should seek t(i dev(dop proltvtaTian action, with a. view to 
a: ( tnnpletc rcMU-ganizalion (d* th(» w(nld. 
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Problems of BeconstrucUon, 

The General Confederation of Labour declares that a 
true peace, the return to normal activity, the increase ^ of 
production, the improvement of general conditions of life, 
and the liberation of the working class will only be possible 
through universal reorganization and reconstruction. 

Devastated Areas, The working class of this country 
cannot overlook the importance of this problem. The 
reconstruction of the devastated areas, which dominates all 
the economic activity of the nation, should at last be taken 
in hand, and carried through by other methods than those 
employed hitherto, which, undertaken for the profit of private 
undertakings, have produced only the poorest of results. 

The reconstruction of the devastated areas should be 
regarded not only fiom the collective, but also fiom the 
international point of view. The C.G.T. regrets that the 
Government did not take advantage of the offer, which it 
transmitted, of American co-operation, and the proposal 
that a share in this work should be taken by the trade unions 
of German workers. As these .offers are still open, the 
Confederation demands that they should be taken into 
consideration and utilized for the benefit of the suffering 
sections of the nation. 

The C.G.T., demands, moreover, that the reconstruction 
of these areas, which would provide a necessary remedy 
for unemployment, should be carried out on progressive 
principles, taking account of hygienic, sanitary and aesthetic 
considerations. 

International Co-operation. Apart from the particular needs 
of the devastated areas, which interest the nation directly, 
the C.G-T. recalls the fact that general problems of 
reconstiuction arise in all the countries of Europe. 

The situation created by the war is international. It 
can only be met by the co-operation of all the peoples and 
by recognition of the community of interests of all countries. 

The C.G.T. declares that under this head the most urgent 
problems calling for solution are those to which the workers' 
organizations of all countries have drawn attention — inter- 
national organization of production and distribution of raw 
materials, international organization of transport, and th<^ 
return of the exchanges to par. 

These problems, which affect the activity of the whoh^ 
world, are the most urgent of those which should be reguhit<Ml 
by the League of Nations. It is only by turning its attentioti 
to the creation of new bodies within the international economy, 
by organizing the co-operation of all peoples, that th(^ Ijcugue 
of Niiiions Avil! rciilly tn.ke its place, find its true cluifacier, 
jtiMl iKM'-cMno al. Ijisi' Ihv Socii^.y oT I*eoples wliicli l\\v vv<M'kers 
will rontinuallv <l(^iHn,n<l. 



Feace, It would be hopeless to expect that this 
reconstruction and reorganization can be realized as lon^* 
as the present condition of the world endures. ^ 

No true peace has been made. The nations are stilL at 
strife, colonial exploitation and adventures for conquest are 
being multiplied. National competition becomes more and 
more acute. Militarism has not renounced the pursuit of 
Its ends. Economic imperialism is developing side by side 
with political imperialism, which has not vet disappeared. 
_ The workers' organizations of this country ,'in full agreement 
with those of other nations, demand that a general peace 
shall at last be established. They especially demand peace 
with Eussia and the resumption of normal relations of 
all kinds with this great country, which is separated 
from other nations by a terrible blockade and a policy of 
reactionary violence. They demand general disarmament, 
so that impoverished nations may no longer be weighed 
down by heavy expenditure and the threat of future conflict. 
It is only under these conditions that the international 
task of reconstruction can really be undertaken. The C.G.T. 
declares again the urgent necessity of this work, which it 
has outlined in its programme. 

The General Confederation of Labour declares a^'ain that 
lliese claims form only a minimum programme which should 
be immediately realized. 

It asks all workers' organizations to make this the basis 
of their action. 

It draws their attention to the new form assumed by 
these problems and the importance of international action 
lor their solution. The workers of this country should realize 
IJiat their efforts are linked more closely than ever before 
with those of their comrades across the frontiers. 

All the proletaiiats should act in full agreement, with the 
same will, the same feeling of unity, and the same disciphne, 
III order to provide by their power an effective guarantee of 
peace, and to prepare in common for the realization of the 
Irade union ideal : The liberation of the wage-earner and 
(he triumph of Labour.
